Dear Ned: 

Your intriguing letter of Dec.14 has been unanswered for 
a variety of reasons (One excuse is as good as another).(1)I hed 
to do research to answer you with respedt to the printing of 
Continental currency; (2)i/y writing of the 1804 dollar book has 
had to be completed and it now is.I imagine it will be 200 pages 
leng and it is the toughest workout I have ever had because everyone 
will try to find a flaw or six; I will not be popular in sone 
quarters for calling the 1804 dollar a "predated fantasy";(3) I was 
suddenly thrust into ANS politics by Ray Williamson asking if he 
could get up a petition to put my name on the ballot for the ANS 
council. As I learned from the television political speeches I 
reluctantly agreed to serve if anyone wished to nominate me and EB if I 
was subsequently elected. ANS had always merely nominated by a 
presidentially appointed committee and they must have been shocked 
by a petition under their bylaws.This would have created a contest. 
They learned of the desire of the "fellows" of the society to have 
a little more interest in American numismatics instead of virtually 
all effort being put into the classical field. There were three 
council members to be elected and all three wanted to be reelected; 
and ANS wanted all three. I had written my backers that I had no 
desire to compete with deserving council aspirants. Then the fun 
began.Of the backers I was to have only two or three could attend the 
annual meeting and I think I needed ten to be on the ballot.My campaign 
was an impossibility.They even wanted me to come up to vote for 
myself which I refused to do. There was a way out. They found aKSEKRE 
council member who would resign with One year of his terin to go. I 
withdrew my petition and was told that the council would fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation before the annual meeting. The action 
took place yesterday and whatever happened happened = I do not have 
any information. The only reason I am telling you this long story is 
that I want you to give me any ideas you have as to how to revive 
ANS,assuming that I have any opportunity to revive it. I will certainly 
have to stop using the term "Mausoleum" in writing to a friend of mine 
who insists it be called such. (4)ily daughter was home for the holidays. 
(5) I am giving a talk on South Africa on Wednesday.(6) I have run 
out of excuses. (7) No,I have not---please excuse the writing paper as 
I am in my research workshop. 

As to the Continental Currency problems you raise I feel that 
the borders,designs and blocks are type metal. They are not copper or 
wood in wy opinion. Copper ,gWood Cannot be reproduced identically. 

I think an intaglio “cuttd made and the borders etc mad= from them. 
On New York Water Works currency the headpiece is indentical off each 
of the eight pieces on one sheet,so it must have been type metal. 

Even though the Continental pieces were each diffenent on one sheet, 





there were issues with various dates and the blue proof sheets 
of these issues shows Clear sharp cuts.Since production took 
place from the frames I am convinced that new cuts were added. 
The new cuts are identical to the ones previously used on former 
4ssues from 1775 through 1778. Also there is a $20 issue of 
1775 which has the same vignette as_the reverse of the $50 of the 
game issue - although not printed the same sheet. 

The paper money itself has a feel where the borfer cut is. 
It has the same Braille effect as the type. Counterfeits were made 
on copper plates which were engravings as the piece you found in 
the Pa.Hist Soc. 

They could not risk wood or risk damaging an irreplacable 
design as the paper was fall of sand and rock and dirt. Thus they 
had to be in a position to replace the cut if broken just as they 
had to replace type if broken. 

You are the printing expert. Am I sound or am i psychotic. 


Here is a mm challenge for you. You said that Robert Norris 
paid"jJacob Eckfield"for dies for the Mint of North America. Where is 
this reference from} Benjamin Dudley was paid for the Nova dies but 
where does the Eckfsldt reference come from. 


The entire matter of the Connecticut project will be the 
subject of another letter shortly. Also I have not forgotten to 
wi send you the Conn.paper money with the insignia on it.

Many fascinating numismatic items are on display or 
in collections of museums and yet remain unstudied and 
unappreciated. A few weeks ago Edward R. Barnsley, = well known 
collector of Early American copper coinage, wrote me that 
he had just seen a copper plate for the reverse of a piece 
of Continental Currency in the Historical Society of Pennsylvania 
at Philadelphia. He ordered a photograph at my request. It 
would have been exciting to learn of the existence of a genuine 
copper plate for the printing of Continenteal Currency,dut I knew 
that copper plates had not been used. A study of the photograph 
of the plate (See illustration) showed that it was sn engraved 
plate for waking vounterfolits. 

The plate for the §YX@SHGNINKKIER reverse of the §7 
denomination of the Continental Currency was dated 1776. It 
was an excellent copy of the original even to the extent that 
the "a" of "and" is defective just as it is on the original. 
A comparison with a genuine note ( See illustration) was simple 
because the official test sheet of Dlue paper notes confirms 
which notes are genuine.There were certain specific differences 
between the copper plate and the keewn original, The base of 
SEVEN is much Mk&ag higher than the base of DOLLARS @n the 
plate whereas on the original they are on virtually the same level. 
On the plate the base of D in DOLLARS is higher than the bases 
of the other letters of the word whereas on the original they 
are on the satie level-The most interesting difference is in the 
"secret marks" used by the printers of the original issue. 


Secret Marks 


Secret marks were used on Continental: rency eThe 
general public couid not be informed as this would only 
aid the counterfeiters.No record of the secret *marks has 
ever been locatedm and nuadismatists are left with the pleasure 
of finding them BAXEKAXHanixzxis Above and below the leaf auikznu 
design is a row of five ovals with a colon,ornament and colon 
separating xhamxfrax it from a row of six ovals.The ovals are 
each shaded by an internai ukaweadxiinax curved line. The shading 
lines appear to alternate from the top to the bottom,but on the 
original deliberate deviations are sadee On the top border the 
adjacent fourth and fifth ovalsmixkux of the left string have the 
shading on top and on the lower border the adjacent second and 
third ovals suxkusxkenwsx on the right string have shading on top. 
This has disturbed the elternation in several places.The counterfeiter 
Aids not feel &t advisable to copy these “innocent mistakes" as 
they could easily be corrected in the originals by turning the 
ovals over in the type frame. The engraved counterfeit plate has 
perfect alternation in each of the four strings of oyais and if 
aasily detected by those who know the secret marks ./ke Sraeteyeet

arrangement Was deliberate. It was successful in deceiving the 
counterfeiter. 
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The Counterfeiter 


The copper plate is the work of a highly skilled engraver. 
There were only a handful of men living in America in 1776 who were 
capable of doing this task.The one proficient engraver who was loyal 
to the Tory cause was James Smither (Smithers) of Philadelphia. 
Smither had remained in Philadelphia during the British occupation 
of the city,but when the British <akxxmnsxagtenetyav sox VaewxYavkvitrky 
Suitkhyxrvatso evacuated the city Smither had left for New York City 
which the British still occupied. Smither was accused by Thomes 
Paine of counterfeiting Continental Currency for the British and 
was ordered to answer charges of treason in 1778 by the Suprewe 
Executive Councilg of Pennsylvania.He returned to Philadelphia as 
an engraver after the Revolutionary War and like usny others who were 
disloyal to the winning side was not confronted with further difficulty. 

The British had sponsored most of the counterfeits of 
Continental Currency as a means of destroying its value in the hope 
of wrecking the economy of their military adversary. For a more 
complete discussion of the subject of the causes ,methods and 
history of counterfeit Continental Currency reference is made to . 
the author's articles,"Counterfeit Continental Currency Goes to War? 
in the danuary and February,1957 Numissiatist and "The Successful 
British Counterfeiting of American Paper Money during the American 
Revolution" in the 1959 British Numismatic Journal. 


Set Type vse Engraving 


There have been severel erroneous references in numismatic 
articles anc books to the production of Continental Currency from 
copper platese Henry Phillips,Jr. in 1866 examined an altered 
copper plate of tae Yorktown issue of 1778 and thought it was s plate 
for a genuine issue of Continentel Currency. Actually it was a 
plate for counterfeiting. A U.S.Government Treasury Department agent, 
Laurence D.Suith,in his book entitled "Counterfeiting , Crime against 
the People", published in 1944,said that "the Continental notes 
were exclusively printed f:om copper’S In the Scrapbook for October,1960 
an article entitled "The Continental Currency Makers" refers to 
"“sopper plates for the currency" ,etc. It is actually easy to feel 
any piece of Continental Currency and note the depression wade 
in the paper by the set type. An engraved plate leaves no such 
impressions All of the official documents referring to the way 
Continental Currency is made comment on individually set letters or 
typeeEven the official bulletin on counterfeits in 1779 points out 
which counterfeits are engraved on plates so as to make their detection 


simpler. 


Distinguishing Counterfeits 


A list of the E counterfeits of Continental Currency 
as first published in 1957 has Muxmxxaxvksadsfrom time to time 
been amended as items were called to the author's attention. The 
copy mixkma in the National Archives of the offigial 1779 broadside 
listing May 20,1777 and April 11,1778 counterfeits is incomplete 
due to deterioration. The complete text was located throuchR the 
kindness of Dudley L. Vail,dr.and this increased the nunber of such 
counterfeits which the government ¥ape aware of from five to seven, 
Richard Picker and Harley Freeman have permitted me to study many 
questionable bills. The collector's interest in counterfeit bbhlis 
4s as enthusiastic as the interest in genuine bills,stimulated in 
part by the official British backing of the counterfeit issues. 
Pherefore a revised list of counterfeits follows with the hope that it will 
simplify their determination and that those who fiind new counterfeits 


will notify the author.

Some Perfons in the United States having been much alarmed on aring ¢f Pills of Credic, 
by Gading Bills of the fame Denomination and Date to differ from each other in so the Let- 
ters, fome having broken Letters and others not, and frequent Conclufions having crowa that 
the former were true Bills, and the broken Letters were originally made as privaze or fecret Diarks: 
Ic is therefore become neceflary to inform, That thole were not intended as Marks, but thet at the 
firft Beginning of printing an Emiffion the Letters were whole, and that during pnacing the Emif- 
fion, from hard Lumps ot Gravel or Sand in the Paper, with the Force of the Prefs, Howe Letters at 
different Times were » cidentally and unobfervedly broken. 
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
